H E greateſt Part of this Volume relates to Wales. 
The Obſervations are very remarkable, and moſt of 
them ſuch as have not been noted by any of our Hi- 

ſtorians or Antiquaries that have treated of this 

Part of Great Britain. Mr. Stowe's Tranſcript was of no 
ſmall ſervice to me in adjuſting ſome Paſſages. For notwith- 
ſtandmg he does not ſeem to have underſtood Latin very well, 
( for which reaſon there are divers groſs Miſtakes in his Latin 
Tranſcripts) and tho he ud much liberty in adding, leaving 
out and tranſpoſing, ye? his Copy being taken about twent 
four Tears after Mr. Leland's Death ( before the Originals 
had receiv'd much Damage) they are of excellent uſe in filling 
up the vacant Places, and in ſettling ſome other Difficulties ;

: HE dutie (deare Father) I owe unto you, the re- 
| gard of my promiſe, together with the remembrance 
1 of your reaſonable requeſt, doo not a litle moove 


; me to write a few words concerning the matter 
| whereof, at my being with you laſt, wee with certaine of 
our friendes talked. And Tam well aſſured that you remem- 
ber what a ſtyr N. B. kept, when I faid that ſhips had bene 
at Ware, affyrming, how it was unpoflible that that river, 
wich but of late was ſcarce able to bear a ſmal whyrrie, hold 


uin times paſt beare big and mighty ſhips. Truly his wordes 


| were many and great, but his reaſons were ſmal. And ſince that 
at that time I promiſed to ſend you in a letter a plaine and 
evident proofte of thoſe words which there I uttered, I doubt 


not but in theſe few lines fully to ſatisfie, not only your re- 


queſt, but alſo your mind, and confirme you in that opinion 
= which fewe men (unleſſe ſuch as be altogether ignorant of 
the matter and of the place) wil denie. And firit I will ſhew 
you the cauſe for which the ſhips went thither, and what they 
did there. Then will I plainly proove both by authoritie and 
examples, that it is likely that they were there. Laſtly, I wil 
(as my promiſe was) ſhew you about what time and by whome 
Hare was builded. | | 


That Ships have been at Ware. 


T HE Dames, who (as Polidor Virgil faith) dwelled in olde 
time beyond T#er,but now be they inhabitants of the Ger- 
ane Ocean or Denmark, perceiving how that their Countr 

was overmuch preſſed with the great multitude of people that 
inhabited the ſame, determined to ſubdue the land, to drive 
out the Exgliſl- men, and to plant themſelves and their poſte- 
nit/ for ever in the ſame. For perfourming and accompliſhing 


vhereof they armed great ſtore of choſen ſouldiers, who a- 


bout the yeare 832. in 34. ſhips entered the river of Thames, 
N EE C2 landed 
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That Ships ha ve bene at Ware. 
landed by great force, ſpoiled, fired, and waſted the Country 


ſo far, that Egbert, who then was King of the more part of 


England, was faine with an hoaſt of men to ſuccour and re. 


Heve his diſtreſſed ſubjectes. But ſuch was the will of God 


tor the puniſhment of ſinne that then was rite, that the Kinge 
joining battaile with the Danes, was by them diſcomfited and 
put to flight. After this battaile the Danes were {0 encout- 


aged, that they came out of their Countrie like ſwarmes of 


Bees; ſo that if in one weeke there were five thouſand of 
them ſlaine, yet in the weeke following there would come 


eight thouſand more to ſupply their roomes. They were of. 


tentime diſcomfited, and the greater part of them driven 
backe by divers valiant Kinges and Princes. But yet by res. 
ſon of their often arrivall, their force was ſtill increaſed and 
maintained. One while they arrived in one place, and then 
in an other, ſpoiling, burning, and killing all they could come 
by. It were too long to tell, and verie grievous it is to thinke 
how religion was decaied, learning forgotten, all partes and 


quarters of the Realme waſted and ſpoiled ; how cities, 


townes, churches, abbaies and religious houſes were conſumed 


with fire and flame; how miſerablie the Commons were af 


flicted, how pitifully men, women and children, and all ſortes 


_ of people went to wracke, how wonderfully the Ninges them. 


{elves were amaſed, the comming of their enemies being both 
ſuddaine and violent; how cruelly fire and ſword, famine and 


death raged thorow out the land, heaven and earth intending N 


as it were the fatall deſtruction and utter decay of the realme. 


This miſerie continued the ſpace of 300. and odde yeares, . 
within which yeares, namely about the yeare of our Lord i). 
the 23d. yeare of King Alfreds raigne, a great armie of Danes, | 


having received an overthrow at a place called Buttington be- 
ſide Severne, fled into Eaſt England, and there wintered, and 
prepared a great hoaſt againe out of Northumberland and 
Other n leaving there their wives and children, together 
with their money, ſhips and munition, in Eaſt England, and 
with great ſpeed got to the Citie of Leageceſter (which at tha! 
time was deſolate, the inhabitantes having for fear of the 
Danes forſaken it) or ever King Alfred and Ethered the under 
King with their armies could overtake them. And yet ſuch 
was the celeritic that King Alfred uſed in this purtuit, that or 
ever his enemies wonne the citie, he with his companie 
tooke a great deale of their carriage with all the bootics of 


cattaile and other thinges that they in their journey by rob- 


bing and ſpoyling had obtained and driven away. ice allo 
beſieged the citie two or three daies, but perceiving it woulde 
{mally availe, he was faine (a grievous thing to heare) to bum 
f up 
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up the greateſt part of the corne that grewe there aboutes, and 
beſtow the reſt amongſt his horſes, leaſt his enemies ſhoulde 


have the fruit and commoditie thereof. The Dares perceiving 
that, and ſeeing there was nothing left whereof they might 
ve in thoſe partes, departed from thence, and in great haſte 


got them to North Wales, where they {poyled and harried the 


| countrie farre and neere, driving away great booties of Cattel, 
and carrieng with them rich ſpoiles. From hence they departed, 
and becauſe for teare of the Mercians they durſt not traveile 
that way, they coaſted along the countrie till they carne to 
- = Northumberland, and ſo through Middle England, taking their 
| {hips, their wives and children out of Eaſt England with them, 
| they arrived at a little Iſland ſcituate in the Sea, in the eaſt 


part of Eſſex, called Merſeyge. From thence they departed and 


came into the river of Thames; and ſeeing that Winter was 
| now at hand, they drew or rowed their {hippes up the river 


Lygean. And twentie miles from London they began to buylde 


2 Fort, which being finiſhed, they taried there all that wynter, 
ſpoyling, robbing and burning thoſe quarters without mercy. 
When Winter was paſt, a great part of the Citizens of Lon- 
| don, with thoſe that inhabited neere thereaboures, traveiled 
| thether, and by force minded to breake downe the Fort or Mu- 
| nition which they had there buylded. But the Danes ſtoutlye 
| refiſted them, and not far from the place gave them a ſharpe 
| battaile, where the Chriſtzans were put to flight, and foure of 
King Alfreds men were ſlaine. 


Thus the Pagane or Heathen Dazes remained Lordes or 


| Maiſters of thoſe quarters, compelling the husbandmen to eare 


nud till the ground, meaning themſelves to reape the commo- 


ditie of it. But the good King Alfred, who alwaies was care- 


- © full for the welfare of his ſubjectes, gathered an armie, and be- 


fore harvelt time pitched his tents neer to the place of their a- 
! bode. By whoſe comming the enemies were ſo aftraid, that 
they durſt not once peepe out of their hold to fetch either cat- 
tell or corne out of the fields by force. In this ſpace, it hap- 
| pened on a time, as the King rode alongſt by the river ſide, 
he viewed the water, and perceived how that in ſome places 
ot it the chanell might eaſily be ſtopped, and the ſtreame 
made lefle. Whereupon he (as Huntington writeth) cauſed it 
to be cut into three ſeverall braunches or armes. But howſo- 
ever it was, hee ſo weakened the ſtreame, that the Danes 
could not bring back their ſhips the ſame way they came. 
| Which thing the Danes perceiving, and knowing well it was 


in vaine for them to abide any longer there, they left their 


| Ships, and fled by land as faſt as they could to Quatbridge, 
| lending their wives and children againe into Eaſt Egland. As- 


rer 
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That Ships have bene at Ware. 


ter this the King departed, and the Londoners and Countrimen 
ſeeing the Dares were gone, burſt downe their Holde, and 
got ſome of their ſhips backe againe to London, and the rei} 
they burned and brake all to peeces. 

But here peradventure you will aske me, how I ſhoulde 
come by the knowledge of theſe thinges,beeing done ſo many 


hundred yeares agoe ? Jo this I anſwer, that in things that 


were done long before any man that is now living can remem- 
ber, we muſt credit that our Fathers have committed to writ- 
ing concerning the ſame. And in my opinion the neerer the 
reporter liveth to thoſe times in which the thinges he ſpeak- 
eth or writeth of were done, the more credite is to bee geven 
to him. | | 

And as concerning this matter, it 1s confirmed by the re- 
porte of a verie auncient, reverent and leamed Wryter, 
namely Aſſerus Menevenfis, Bilhop of Saint Davies, that lived 
in the verie ſelfe ſame time when thele thinges were done, 
and Maryanus Scotus, who lived and wrote a Chronicle at leaſt 
500. yeares ago, as Florentius a Monk of Worceſter, who 


_ continued it, doth witneſſe and declare. Beſides divers o- 


thers of great antiquitie and credite, as Henry of Huntington, 
Mathew of Weſtminſter, and manie moe, who doe all confirme 


that which is before declared. Beſides there remayneth yet 


the ruines of an old Caſtel or Fort betweene Hartford Caltel 
and the Mill, which I doe undoubtedly beleeve was the ve- 
rie ſelte ſame Fort that the Danes builded. | 
Moreover, O. Croffe did credibly enforme me that at the 
building ot Stanſted bridge, there were found within the river 
peeces of broken ſhips or cracrs, nayles and other thinges 
which ſeemed to belong to ſome great {hips or veſſels. All 
which thinges conſidered, together with the parting of the 
ſtreame before remembred, me thinkes ſhould be ſufficient to 
confirme your minde, and cauſe you to belceve that there 


_ have bene ſhips at Ware and Hartford, 


Hereunto it may bee added that it was a common ule of the 
Danes to row or drawe up their ſhips into ſome ſmalle crecke 
or river where that they might ride all winter with leaſt dan- 


ger. And time worketh ſome alteration both by water and by 


land, that where great rivers did ſometimes run, now it is ut- 
terlie drie, and in ſtead of maine waters we have goodly and 
foriſhing meades. And in like fort where goodly cities and 
caſtels ſometimes did ſtand there now groweth corne. For 
examples of this we need not ſeeke far, ſince that in London

. and courted by the moſt learned Men of the Me. This was 
the occaſion that the judicious and learned Dr. William Lloyd, 
now Lord Bp. of Worceſter, kept him for ſeveral Years ve 
near to himſelf, that he might not be depriv'd of the Benefit 
of converſing and adviſing with a Perſon of fo extraordinary 
Abilities in compiling and digeſting that moſt elaborate Work 
of Univerſal Cbronology, in which his Lordſhip hath been en- 
gag d ſo many Years. He always affected a retired and pri- 
vate Life, and was ambitious of no Sort of Preferment, his

Sacrament publickly in the Pariſh Church of Shottesbroke 
from the Hands of the Miniſter of that Place, the Schiſm 
(which had commenc'd by virtue of the Lay-Deprivation cf 
the Biſhops ſoon after the Revolution) being according to his 
Principles (which may beit be learned from his Writings |) 
clos'd by the Death of the truly Venerable Dr. WIL LIAN 
LLO VP Biſhop of Norwich, which happen'd on January 
the firſt 1773. in the 73d. Year of his Age, leaving the Cha- 
racter behind him of a very wiſe Man, and of a godly, primi- 
tive Biſhop. As to Mr. DooweLrL's Perſon, he was of 1 


of a grave, ſerious, but comely, pleaſant and ingenious Counte. 
ance, Of a piercing Eye, of a ſolid Fudgment and ready Ap. 
prehenſion. He was a faithful and ſincere Friend, Very chari- 
table to the Poor, (notwithſtanding the yarrowne/s of his For. 
tune) free and oper in his Diſcourſèe and Converſation, (Which 
he always manag'd without the leaſt Perſonal Reflection) cour- i 
teous and affable to all People, chearful in the higheft Af. 
fictious and Calamities, facetious upon all proper Occaſions, 
ever ready to give his Counſel and Advice, and extremely 
communicative of his great Knowledge. His notion Was quick, 
nimble and lively, and his Conſtitution 10 ſtrong and vigorous, 
that excepting three or four Fits of the Ague and Cholick he 
enjoy'd till a little before he dy'd an uninterrupted Courſe 
of Health, free from thoſe many Pams which generally ac- 
company old Age, and are often the Effects of an intemperate 
Life. So that if he had but taken an ordinary Care of hin- 
{elf, by making uſe of ſome proper and ſeaſonable Diverſions 
(as ſome of his Se Friends would often adviſe him) and by 


he might in all probability have reach'd to ninety or an hun- 
dred Years. But he was fo eager in the Purſuit of his Stu- 
dies, and fo deſirous of improving himſelf in the Depths of 
Learning, that whereas he always us'd to walk on Foot in his 
Fourneys he ſeldom or never went without a Book in his 
Hands.

| there have been two Rectors of Shortesbrooke of this Name) 
often ſaid and declar'd to his Friends in his Life-time, that

{ ſeveral Bones; but it did not appear either from Memory or 
| Tradition that ever any Perſon but the before mention'd Ar- 
chitect had been buried here. Tis a plain Free-Stone, with- 
out any Ixſcription, or the leaſt Memorial to ſignify to Poſte- 
rity either who was buried under it, or the 7:sfortune that 
had befallen the Perſon over whom it was plac'd. So remark- 
able and uncommon an Accident one would think might have 
claim'd ſome mournful Verſes, or at leaſt ſome other Inſcri- 
ption from his ſurviving Friends. But in thoſe times they 
were not ſo forward and ready to write Eucomiums upon the 
Dead. They thought Flattery a very great Crime, (as without 
doubt it is) and that the plainer Sepulchral Monuments are {0 
much the more ſincere Tokens of real Sorrow they carry with 
them. The Greeks and Romans had * the ſame Sentiments;

* Hence, to omit other Inflances, M. Porcius Cato had divers Monuments 
mow to his Memory on which his Name only was written : as, M. POR- 
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and where there is any ful/ome Character, or long, tedious Ha- 
rangue, tis look'd upon by the Se Judges as a good reaſon 
why ſuch Monuments ſhould be fuſpected as modern. Tbe 
Danes often erected great Stones without any Letters upon 
them; and when they put up Ixſcriptions, they were plain 
and unaſfected, without Flouryh, barely intimating the T:tles 


of the reſpective Perſon, without running out into Pæzeg)j- 


rick. The Architect we are ſpeaking of was an zxgenious 
Man, of great Plainmeſs and Simplicity, and wanted none of 
thole ſtudied Praiſes which are often given by us to our dead 
Friends and Relations. I was thought that the manner of his 
Death could not but be remembred and deliver'd down to fi- 
ture Ages without any written Evidence, and that the Simpli- 
city and Innocence of his Life were belt expreſs d by a plain 
Stone, Without any Flouriſhes, which ſerve to amule the 
Reader rather than make him a better Man. T'is therefore 
no {mall Fault in many of our modern Inſcriptions that the 
Authors give themſelves a looſe, and run out into Friſling, 
whiffhng, and extravagant Strains of bombaſt Oratory, without 
any true Conduct or Fudgment, for want of which Faculty 
Scholars cannot ( any more than other Men of whatever 
Quality or Denomination) pretend to any tolerable ſhare of 
Wiſdom and Prudence, notwithſtanding their Claim and Pre- 
tenſion to Elegance and Fineneſs of Expreſſion. Twould be 
far more decent and praiſe worthy (unleſs J am very much 
miſtaken) to imitate the Ancients, (as the Reverend and 
Learned Dr. ALDRICH did in his Excellent Inſcription 
upon the Monument of Dr. I allis *) and even where the 
higheſt merits are conſpicuous only to give a compendious, 
ſhort Narrative, with a plain but comprehenſive Character and 
Elogium of the ſeveral great and illuſtrious Perſonages to whom 
the Monuments are erected; and to take care to have all this] 
done in an Hiſtorical Style, without any vain, idle Flouriſben 
of Wit and Fancy.

gment of it: which makes me conclude that it hath been con- 


vey'd away and utterly deſtroy'd by the Sacrilegious Hands 
of ſome Presbyterians or other Fanaticks. I perceive alſo by 


ſome Manuſcript Papers that Mr. Wood ſought after this vene- 


rable old Monument to no purpoſe. AÆſchuine, as well as 
Birinus, was a good Bexefactor to the Place, and had per- 
form id ſeveral pious Acts which gain'd him laſting Honour 
and Reputation after his Death. Hence the biggeſt Bell was 
dedicated both to Birinus and Z#/chwine, and the Inhabitants 
of the Town report odd Stories of the Bell to this day, as if it 
had by virtue of it's being conſecrated to theſe Prelates done 
ſeveral miraculous things, and oftentimes preſerv'd the Town 
from imminent Dangers. But this Power was formerly be- 
liev'd to be in all Bells, eſpecially it they had been conle- 
crated. The Heathens as well as Chriſtians believ'd it, which 
made Bells (or ſomething equivalent to them) to become very 
common, and great Caution was us'd againſt all Injuries that 
might be done them. But tho? I could not have the Satil- 
faction of meeting with the Monument of Æſchwine, yet 'twas 
an unſpeakable Pleaſure to me to ſurvey the other venerable 
Remazns of this Place; tho? I could not but be mov'd with 
Indignation to find the Monuments of ſeveral of the Abbat:,

Gallienu was not fengular in con- 
ſecrating this Kind of Monuments to Apollo. C. Vi. 
bus Trebonianus Gallus did the fame thing, as is ob- 
ſerv'd by Pomponius Lætus in his Life. And Apor.- 
Ll Invicto is frequent in ancient Stones. That 
his Gratitude might be the more conſpicuous, Ga!- 


lienus order'd the Gryſin to be put upon his Cons, which 
tho'1t be a fiditious Bird, yet twas belicv'd to be real by 


the Ancients, and 'tis mention'd as ſuch by Mela, Solinus and 


Apulejus. *I'was look d upon as facred to Apollo, and for 
that reaſon the Poets made his Chariot to be drawn by Gryffins. 
Since therefore the Aucients took this Bird to be real, Occo 
and others do not deſcribe it rightly by calling it mon ſcrun 
alatum, it being not look d upon as monſtrous by them any 
more than other Birds. The Seventy Tranſlaters however
